Father J ardine is dead. 
His death is tlio 
subject of three diwtinot theories. 
His ene­ 
mies insist tbat he suicided; the unprejudiced, 
disinterested public believes he d# rl from an 
accident» ! overdose of chloroform, and his 
friends maintain that the news of the bishop's 
final decision killed him. 
The facts are sus­ 
ceptible of almost any interpretation. 
Rev. 
J ardine was found in the vestry room of 
Trinity church at 8t. Louis in a chloroform 
stupor. 
He was in the habit of sleeping in 
this room while in St. Louis, and he was also 
in the habit of taking chloroform. 
lie re­ 
tired as usual, took the narcotic as usual, but 
when an effort was made to awake him Sun­ 
day morning it was found that he was in an 
unusually heavy stupor. 
Phj-sicians were 
summoned, electric batteries were applied, 
and the effort at restoration was kept up for 
hours 
in 
vain. 
He died at 1 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. 
The coroner rendered 
a verdict of suicide. 
It is generally believed, 
however-, tl^tf when Father J ardine awakes in 
the land of the vast majority, he will be as 
much surprised as anyone on earth. 
The 
fact that he left no letter, or other evidence 
of a premeditated departure supports this 
belief. 
“ I knew that if Father J ardine was de­ 
posed it would kill him,’’ exclaimed the 
young clergyman who has been associated 
with the dead priest in St. Mary's church for 
the past year or two. 
As he spoke, the tears 
rolled down his cheeks and he gave all the 
evidences of the sincerest grief. “ I think 
his death under sirch circumstances proves 
his innocence,” continued the young man. 
“ It shows that his sensitive nature has finally 
been crushed by 
the cruel 
persecution. 
His 
enemies 
have 
talked 
about 
his 
‘<rheek’ because he bore up bravely in public. 
I have seen him sob like a child and fairly 
tremble with mental agony in private. 
He 
had a wonderfully sensrtive nature, but it was 
concealed from the public by marvelous self 
control and moral courage. 
The report that 
he suicided is absurd. 
He was too courage­ 
ous for that. 
It was the blow he received in 
Bishop Robertson’s decision that crushed 
him.” 
The question which so often occurs to 
everyone is suggested in this case. Is it possi­ 
ble for a man who is totally bad to so abso­ 
lutely win the love and confidence of his fel­ 
low men? J ardine has the warmest friends 
and the most sincere admirei*s that it is possi­ 
ble for any man to cultivate; friends who have 
clung to him during his bitter struggle and 
who still protest his innocence with tears in 
their eyes. 
It has always been maintained 
that a man who is wholly false could not win 
the confidence and love of his fellow men. 
Wilkie Collins says, however, “ there never 
was a villain who has not won the love and 
confidence of either a woman or a dog.” 
J ardine certainly formed his warmest friend­ 
ships wrong the women of his congregation. 
Father J ardine appeared to be in the best 
of spirits until he learned last Saturday that 
the bishops decision was going to depose him. 
He had a long conference with his attorney, 
J ohn A. Harrison, and the Rev. G. C. Betts, 
pastor of Trinity church, St. Louis, Satur­ 
day night. 
When he learned the bishop’s 
decision 
he covered his 
face with 
his 
hands 
and 
said: 
“ Whatever 
the 
result may be. my character is unchanged. 
I 
am innocent.” His attorney and friend had 
scarcely left him when he weut across the 
street and bought an ounce of chloroform. 
Ho was found the next morning at 10 o’clock 
with a ch oroformed handkerchief over his 
face. 
Dr. Paul G. Tupper was called and 
found Father J ardine in bed with his clothed 
on. 
An examination showed the respiration 
and circulation to be at a standstill. 
The 
pupils oi the eyes were dilated and there were 
other symptoms which pointed to the influ­ 
ence of a narcotic. 
Electric shocks, injec­ 
tions of atrophia and artificial respiration 
were 
continued 
for 
two 
hours. 
There 
were 
no 
results. 
Death 
occurred 
at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
The examination of his body resulted in the 
discovery of an iron chairr worn about his 
loins. 
The links were about an inch long 
and half an inch broad. 
It is supposed to 
have been worn a long trme and was doubt­ 
less put on as an act of discipline or pen­ 
ance. 
At the coroner’s inquest a druggist testified 
to having sold J ardine chloroform on two 
different occasions. 
The remains of the dead 
clergyman will be removed to this city for 
burial. 
The funeral will be accompanied by 
all 
the 
ceremonies 
of 
the 
church 
with 
mass 
and 
the 
hourly 
{ 
prayers. 
The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
ms been ignored by Bishop Robertson who 
will have the funeral conducted as though 
the dead priest had not been deposed. 
Telephone connection with All Saints Hos­ 
pital this morning only brought sobs, tears 
and broken voiced protests of Father J ar- 
dine’s innocence. 
The suicide theory is re­ 
sented indignantly at the hospital.

MI do not believe he intended to take his 
life,” said Mr. Nat Grant this morning when 
the death of J ardine was referred to; “ he 
simply took an overdose.” 
“ How will it affect St. Mary’s? ” was asked. 
“ I don't see how it will affect the church at 
all. 
We will simply get a new rector and go 
on with services as usual. ” 
“ Won’t J ardine's death break up the present 
congregation? ” 
“ No.” 
“ But the members were living on the hope 
that J ardine would again take charge of the 
church, were they not? ” 
“ Mr. J ardine has not occupied the pulpit 
for a long time, and, as I understand it, he 
liad fully determined to quit the city even if 
the ecclesiastical court should have found him 
not guilty. 
He was remaining in the city 
merely for the purpose of fighting his case 
through to the end. 
The members of his 
congregation did not desert him because they 
had no reason to believe that he had been 
guilty 
of the 
gross immorality charged 
against him. The action of Bishop Robertson 
in regard to the Reed matter shows that he 
can crawl through a very small hole when 
forced to do so. 
Reed swore he had no 
prejudice against J ardine but he had been 
sending letters and papers through the mails, 
maligning the character of the rector of St. 
Mary's. 
A man who had much respect for 
himself would not have served as judge in the 
case when he found he was ojected to on 
reasonable grounds.” 
“ Was J ardine sensitive on the subject of the 
charges brought against him? ” 
" The people who think he did not suffer 
from the abuse he received, are mistaken. He 
masked his feelings but I know how keenly 
he felt the reflections that had been cast upon 
him. 
He was a person, however, who did 
not reveal his feelings to everyone. ” 
“ There is no doubt, is there, as to his habit 
of using chloroform? ” 
“ No; 1 expect he had the habit. 
It is a bad 
one. ” 
“ Did you ever know of his using chloro­ 
form before it was charged against him? ” 
“ 1 never knew he had the habit until I 
read of it."

The 
people have almost nothing to eat and no 
money whatever with which to buy food. 
They can get no credit from the small shop­ 
keepers, for the latter's credit on the main­ 
land is exhausted and their stocks or sorts of 
goods are depleted. 
A m a jority of the people 
live 
by begging 
from those 
who have 
small 
quantities of 
seed 
potatoes left. 
Help 
of this kind has seldom been re- 
fusud. 
Consequently the entire population 
is on a level of poverty in food supplies. 
When the crash comes, as it will within a 
week or two, it will effect every one of the 
7,000 dwellers on the island. 
The priests, 
the magistrates, and, indeed, all the men who 
are capable of judging the necessities of. the 
case, have implored the Dublin castle author­ 
ities to assist these poor people to earn a 
living by building a much needed public 
works. 
The only reply of the officials was: 
“ The poor house is open.” This reply is as 
absurd as it is brutal. 
The nearest poor 
house is thirty miles distant from Achill, and," 
if crowded to the roof, could not hold one- 
sixth of the people who are now facing star­ 
vation. 
Moreover, the majority of the in­ 
landers would never degrade themselves by 
going to tho poor house. 
They prefer to 
starve in silence.

A young man in New York has among his 
most cherished possessions a letter written 
nearly twenty-one years .ago by Ralph Waldo 
Emerson. 
It was sent by the philosopher to 
the young man’s mother under rather singular 
circumstances. 
“ I never saw Emerson but once,” said the 
possessor of the letter the other day, “ and 
then 1 was too young to remember much 
about him. 
When I Was a child he came to 
our town in Vermont to lecture and was in­ 
vited by my mother to spend the night at our 
house. 
An odd thing happened after the 
lecture. 
As he was leaving the tecture hall 
his pocketbook was either lost or stolen. 
It 
contained the amount paid him for the lecture 
and some money and other things bosides. 
He came to our house, but said nothing about 
his loss that night. 
I remember that I was 
in the dining room the next morning when he 
came in. 
The impression left on my mind is 
that he was a wonderfully tall man, with a 
kindly face. 
He came into the dining room 
and took me up in his arms, and, lifting me 
up as far above his head as he could, he 
said: 
"Where did you get those great big blue 
eyes? ’ 
“ I don’t remember whether he ate pie f or 
breakfast. 
If he did, it wes provided espec­ 
ially for him, as that article was never served 
at that meal in our house. 
After breakfast 
Mr. Emerson asked to see my mother alone. 
Then he explained the misfortune that had 
befallen him—that he had lost all his money 
—and apologized for being under the neces­ 
sity of asking for a small loan. 
This, of 
course, was promptly made. 
The next day 
or the day after he returned the money loaned. 
Here is the letter he wrote,” and the speaker 
handed out the following letter, written by 
Mr. Emerson’s own hand: 
“ D e la va n H o u s e , 
A lb a n y , 
J a n. 13, 
18 6-4.—D e a r Mb s .--------- : 
I inclose $1 0 , 
the sum you so kindly lent me, with my best 
thanks; but am still vexed with clouding your 
pure hospitality by sraypathy for such an ab­ 
surd mishap. 
“ In the bare chance that the wallet should 
be picked up by an honest finder, I add, what 
I believe I told you, that there was no name; 
it was a common purplish one, containing the 
uncounted bills which M r.------had just g iv­ 
en me, and perhaps if?2 5 or $2 8 more, two 
or three bills being of the Concord (Mass.) 
bank, some postage stamps, end a blank 
check on the Atlantic bank, Boston.

Mr. W. B. Grimes said to a S t a r reporter 
to-day that ho thought the proposed freight 
bureau would not be established just at pres­ 
ent. as there was some diversity of opinion as 
to the advisability of taking that step at 
present.

20, 
and some of the members of the board of 
trade were in favor of not creating the bureau 
until after that meeting is held. 
A committee

rates.” 
“ What success do you anticipate?" 
“ 'Well, I don't believe the association will 
heed the voice of the committee and make 
any great reduction. 
I think something else 
will have to be done to put an end to the ex­ 
cessive rates.” 
“Vi ill another effort be made to secure the 
passage of an anti-pool bill? ” 
“ We tried that last year and were defeated. 
St. J oseph worked against us but as soon 
as the bill was defeated she was sorry that 
she did not support us. 
An attempt to abol­ 
ish the evil by legislation, will probably bo 
made next winter. 
Mr. Grimes expressed himself as satisfied 
that the ‘merchants of Kansas City meant 
business and will work until the pool associa­ 
tion is forced to cease its freight robbery.

I. Reynolds related au experience he 
had had with the association in the shipment 
of fiax seed. 
Before the organization of the 
pool his firm annually shipped from 1 50 ,0 0 0 
to 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels of flax seed, but last year 
only about 2 0 ,0 0 0 bushels were shipped. 
This reduction was due entirely to the pool 
association. 
A general consideration of the question o- 
freight rates followed, and some one exf 
pressed a desire to know how St. Paul and 
Minneapolis secured such favorable rates. 
Mr. A. J . Mead said it was duo entirely to 
the legislatures of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
He said, also, that if the merchants would 
agree to pay a water rate of one-lialf of what 
was paid railroads, rivermen could be in­ 
duced to send boats to this point. 
That was 
a sure way, in his opinion, to secure better 
rates from the pool association. 
When the question of establishing a freight 
bureau was brought up, it was moved that the 
directors be requested to employ a freight 
agent to act with the committee; it was also 
moved that $5,0 0 0 be raised t o defray the 
expenses of the department.

company to buy and they admit that they 
took commissions from the vendor. When 
the company, the principal, ascertained this 
fact, it had a right to remove such an agent 
from the post of manager. The affidavits last 
tiled, instead of helping Coburn & Ewing, only 
make clearer the wrong. 
Burnett’s letters, in places I have marked, 
show that Coburn & Ewing were notified of 
the ignorance of the promoters and also the 
consideration as represented to them of Mr. 
Ewing’s services. I make no airther com­ 
ment. 
At this preliminary hearing no adjustment 
can be made between the parties. 
Let the injunction go as prayed for in cross­ 
bill upon giving bond in the sum of $75,000 to 
pay aff damages and costs.

Com 11 in St. Nicholas, 
Of course all boys and girls knoxv what a 
cactus is—a green, grotesque-looking plant, 
almost covered with sharp spines aud bearing 
a most gorgeous fiowar; but I am sure they do 
not know all of the u-^es to which the cactus 
can be put, nor do I believe that the most 
ingenious guesses could come near to the 
truth. 
It is a native of America, but it has 
been taken to Europe and Africa, and now 
groxvs iu the latter country in great profusion. 
But, after all, the oddest use of the cactus 
prevaile in Cape Town, South Africa, where 
its leaxes are made to serve the purpose of 
visiting cards. 
Fancy carrying about in your 
coat-pocket a lot of thick leaves covered xvith 
spines 
as 
sharp as needles! 
But wait a 
moment. 
The leaves of the particular kind 
of cactus so used are not very prickly, and, 
moreover, they are not carried about, but ano 
left growing ou the plant, which stands at the 
foot of the front steps. 
When a lady 
calls 
she 
has only to 
draw 
out 
one 
of those ever ready hat pins xvith which ladies 
are always provided, and with the sharp point 
scratched her name on the glossy, green sur­ 
face of a leaf. 
A gentleman generally uses 
the point of his penknife. 
The lines turn 
silvery white aud remain on the leaf, clear 
and distinct, for years and years. 
Nexv Year’s 
day these vegetable cards are especially con­ 
venient, and ladies who wish to keep the calls 
of that day apart from those of other days ap­ 
propriate a branch of the cactus to that pur­ 
pose. 
One gentleman in Cape Town has a 
cactus plant which is nearly fifteen feet high. 
Its great thick leaves are almost all in use as 
visiting cards, so that he has a complete and 
lasting record of his visitors. 
It cannot be 
said that this practice adds to the beauty of 
the plant, but then it is oddity and not beauty 
that is desired in such cases. 
There is one

Many customs of tho empire of his Imper­ 
ial Highness Kwong Sue are brought out iu 
the examination of Chinese habeas corpus 
cases in the United States courts. Yesterday, 
in the district court, the petition of a young 
female celestial to be permitted to land here 
was heard ,k fore J udge Sabin, and in the 
courRe of tli"trial it was developed that the 
parents of the girl had betrothed her twenty 
years ago to the son of a friend of the family. 
Sho was then 2 3*ears old, or according to the 
Chinese 
mode of reckoning, 3 years of 
age. since people of her nationality con­ 
sider babies a year old when bora. 
Ac­ 
cording 
the 
testimony 
given 
by 
the 
Chinese 
friends, 
her 
birth 
oc­ 
curred 
at 
San 
Andreas, 
Calavera- 
eounty, 
ih 
1 8 63 , 
Soon 
after 
she 
was taken to China by her parents. 
Her 
father and mother and the parents of the boy 
who subsequently became her husband had 
come to thif country from a little village in 
China called Haki. 
There liad been but few 
Mongolian immigrants from 
that place in 
California. 
The people there spoke a dialect 
that no other Chinamen could not understand 
and so these Hakis did not mix much xvith 
others of the ir race. 
They preserved a sort 
clannish spirit even in California. 
The fath­ 
er of the boy, xvho is now a Chinese merchant 
at Mokelumne Hill, Calaveras county, fre- 
qnently took tea with his friends 
at San 
Andreas, and when they xxent to China, he 
followed soon after. 
The marriage which 
took place in China in 1 8 3 1 , was then ar­ 
ranged, but the affianced pair grew up without 
seeing much of oach other. 
The husband is 
known as Wong Ah Foo and his father as 
Wong Chong Kee. 
The latter returned here 
sex'eral years ago. and his son recently re­ 
entered this country on one of those consular 
certificates issued at Hong Kong over which 
much stir had been made. His xvife reached 
this port not many days ago. 
It appeared from the testimony that these 
Hakis xvere pioneers in this state. 
Wong 
Chong Kee stated that he had lix'ed at Moke­ 
lumne Hill for twenty-nine years, and had 
knowu the family of his daughter-in-law four 
or five years before she was born. 
Another 
Tartar looking subject of the Flowery king­ 
dom, xxho was called as a witness, said that 
he came to California in 18 53, and lias been 
a resident of Calaveras county ever since. 
On account of the peculiarity of the Haki 
dialect, Court Interpreter Yrooman was un­ 
able to intelligently converse xvith tho wit­ 
nesses. 
Consul Bee, who was an active par­ 
ticipant in the proceedings in court, sent for 
Chang Ping, the vice consul, and that dig­ 
nitary soon after appeared in a radiant blue 
costume, cut in the very height of celestial 
fashion. 
He acted temporarily as interpreter 
with success. 
Carroll Cook, tho Assistant United States 
attorney, vigorously objected to allowing the 
birth of the girl on American soil to be 
proved by repute. 
He said: “ If half a dozen 
Chinamen can come in here and swear that 
she xvas born in this state, and that is accept­ 
ed as sufficient, then we are at tho mercy of 
Chinatown.” 
J udge Sabin deemed it competent to prove 
that the matter of birth by repute, and said 
that the attorneys should have understood by 
this time that such cases as this were not to 
be tried on technicalities. 
He repeated this 
admonition when Mr. Cook objected to the 
introduction of xxritten statements from “ law­ 
yers aud a cougressman of Calaveras,” as the 
woman’s attorney said, certifying to the good 
character of ihe Chinese parties. 
‘It is just as competent,” said Mr. Cook, 
"for Mr. Riordan himself, or any other law­ 
yer, to write such a statement and present it. ” 
“ But here is a congressman's letter,” re­ 
marked Mr. Riordan. 
“ Well, I don’t care whether it’s from a 
congressman ora lawyer,“ rejoined Mr. Cook, 
in a tone of annoyance. 
“ A congressman is 
no better than a lawyer, * 
He continued pressing his objections, and 
J udge Sabin qui Hiv observed: 
“ Inasmuch Mr. Cook, as I have to render 
the decision in this case, I think I ought to 
be allowed to consider what evidence I choose 
to.” 
Exceptions 
to the court s rulings were 
noted, so that, if thought adxiseable, the case 
may be appealed.

That very night the bear 
broke the rope that held it fast to the 
post, got ou t. of the inclosu re and escaped 
Three days later it was seen again and shot at 
and got away a third time. Nu mbers of sheep 
and pigs began to disappear in variou s parts 
of the region, and “One-eyed Riley,” as the 
bear came to be called by the woodmen, was 
su spected of being the thief. 
He elu ded all 
attempts to captu re him, althou gh he was re­ 
ported almost daily as having been seen some­ 
where in the vicinity. 
The last time the bear 
was seen that year was ju st before Christmas, 
when Jim and Bill Shaftley discovered the 
monster edging along a back meadow two 
miles from Oakland. 
They followed him 
fou r days a distance of over seventy miles, 
bu t failed to get a shot at him. 
His late ex­ 
perience with traps also seemed to have 
tau ght him a lesson,and while other bears were 
cau ght, be kept clear of every device that was 
pu t u p to ensnare him. 
After the long chase that the Shaftley boys 
gave this smart old bear nothing more was 
6een or beard of him for two years.

Oakland saw a big bear enter the berry patch 
not more than two rod* away from them, and 
begin coolly feeding on the fru it, paying no 
attention whatever to the children. 
The latter 
hastened home and awoke interest in bear 
hu nting again by declaring that the bear was 
“One-eyed Riley," and that he was lame. 
A 
party started at once for the berry woods, au d 
fou nd abu ndant evidence of a bear having 
been there, as the bu shes were beaten down 
for yards arou nd. 
Bu t the bear had disap­ 
peared, nndjtbe dogs followed the trail into the 
swamp, bu t cou ld not dislodge bru in. 
The 
party determined to station men abou t the 
swamp at points so that its whole border cou ld 
be gu arded, and to remain on gu ard u ntil the 
berr made its appearance at some one of the 
points. 
The watch was kept u p for two days, 
and no bear appeared. 
The lmu t grew 
Monotonou s and the hu nters gave it u p. 
The 
very next day after the siege of the swamp 
was raised a bear made a raid on the Bolton 
pastu re and carried off a sheep. 
As the trail 
led back to the swamp, no ono dou bted that 
the long head of “One-eyed Riley" 
had 
planned the raid. 
The big bear was met face to face in the 
following Au gu st by Jim Shaftley, in an old 
wood road, near Spring Ru n, where Shaftley 
had ju st finished a day’s trou ting. He had no 
gu n. bu t he recognized the bear as the big fel- 
low with one eye. 
The bear stopped au d in­ 
spected Shaftley a moment, and then tu rned 
an l shu ffled away into the woods. From that

water at hand, so that the bog can be su b­ 
merged at pleasu re. 
The vines are planted

Roofs of P aper. 
Boston J ournal of Commerce. 
A roof pronou nced su perior to that of slate, 
becau se of its lightness and other advantages, 
is now made of any fibrou s pu lp. 
From this 
material tiles of any shape desired are formed 
by pressu re u nder machinery, or by any other 
method which may su ggest itself. Pressed 
into the designs wished for the pu lp tiles are 
partially dried, previou s to being su bjected 
to a water proof solu tion. 
Thorou ghly preg- 
nrw&Q t*iih the preparation to resist moistu re 
thev aro baked to harden in them the water 
proof mixtu re. 
After the baking the tiles are 
treated to a mixtu re importing an enameled 
su rface; to this is added £ OOftting of sand, 
whereby the pu lp is rendered p„?00f against 
thd action of heat or flame. 
By tbv u se 
different colored sands a variety of tints Znay 
be imparted to the tiles, which, after the ap­ 
plication of tho enameling mixtu re and sands, 
are baked a second time, after which they are 
ready for u se. 
Besides the inherent lightness of pu lp tiles, 
which obviates the necessity of a heavy frame 
to su pport a weighty roof, the pu lp tile, being 
tou gh, and not brittle like slate, is far less 
liable to be broken from blows, stones thrown 
j u pon them, or hu man 
footsteps. 
Again, 
slate tiles cannot be laid compactly together 
on a roof, on accou nt of their brittleness, 
which prevents their being drawn tightly to­ 
gether by nails. 
Throu gh the fibrou s pu lp 
nails may bo driven as close home as in 
shingles, thereby binding them closely to the 
bed and together withou t any possibility of 
lateral movement, or being blown away in a 
high wind, as slates loosely fastened on roofs 
ho frequ ently are. Nails penetrate the pu lp 
tiles more easily than shingles, and lie closer 
together, being more elastic thau wood.
